The Sturgis Commission. 

The Sturgis bill recently passed 
by the Maine Legislature authorized 
the Governor to appoint a commis¬ 
sion of three members to be known 
as the enforcement commissioners 
who shall, with the advice and under 
the direction of the Governor, en¬ 
force the law against the manufac¬ 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
throughout the State. Governor 
Cobb announced the members of the 
commission, last Thursday, and his 
selection caused general satisfaction. 
The persons chosen are Hon. Waldo 
Pettengill of Rumford Falls, Ex¬ 
sheriff Alfred H. Lang of Skow- 
hegan, and Norman Bassett, Esq., of 
Augusta. No better selection could 
have been made than that of Mr. 
Pettengill whose name heads the list. 
He is a business man of integrity 
and high standing, of unquestioned 
character, sheriff Lang has a good 
record as an enforcement official in 
his own county, and Mr. Bassett is a 
young lawyer of good standing. 
Mr. Pettengill and Mr. Bassett are 
from the Republican party, while 
Mr. Lang is from the Democratic 
ranks, 't he bill requiied that two 
members should be from the domi¬ 
nant political party. 

These are indeed days of enforce¬ 
ment. Governor Cobb has so far 
kept his faith with the people of 
Maine, touching the enforcement of 
the prohibitory law. Before election 
he stated his position, and if we have 
taken notes on his moves, we have 
not discovered the slightest change 
in his position as set forth from the 
stump last fall, and in his inaugural 
address. The appointmen . of the 
commission was a case of the office 
seeking the man, instead of the man 
seeking the office, as it is stated that 
not one of the three appointed 
sought the position, and that some 
sixty other people had made applica 
tion for appointment. 

In most cases where sheriffs have 
been ignoring their oath of office 
and allowing open saloons to exist, 
the enactment of the Sturgis law 
caused a sudden change in the way 
of speedy action toward shutting 
things up tight. Noticeable among 
the exceptions comes Sheriff Cum¬ 
mings of Androscoggin. He evi 
dently prefers to wait for the fullest 
extent of disgrace which can come to 
him, and he doubtless will get it 
It is understood that the commission 
will begin their work in the “Twin 
Cities," and that quick unless John 
L. shall arouse from his state of 
donkey stubbornness and do some¬ 
thing. 

The days of open saloons in Maine 
is a thing of the past at present at 
any rate, and we trust that they 
may continue to be such. At any 
rate we will have the satisfaction of 
trying enforcement.for a time to see 
h iw it seems.

Sea In a Desert. > 

The Salton sea, the phenomenon 
which led to so much talk a few 
years ago, has again appeared, and 
there is once more a vast inland sea 
in the Colorado desert, says a San 
Francisco dispatch. This time the 
men who are engaged in engineering 
work in bringing the waters of the 
Colorado river under control for ir¬ 
rigation purposes are blamed for the 
inundation, The Colorado river, 
which is high, has simply backed up 
in the canals .and in the new river 
and thus forced its way info the 
heart of the desert, which is 300 feet 
below sea level.

“Of a sort, sir." Some days I take 
two or three shillings; other days 
two or three pence. Me and the missus 
work together. She cuts out the stuff 
and makes the bags. She’s a pitch up 
in the city.” 

“You’d welcome a Hawker’ Union, 
eh?” 

“I would that. There must be thou¬ 
sands of us when you come to think 
of it. One penny, my boy. Good 
morning, sir.” 

Upon the slope of Ludgate Hill I 
found an ancient soul of a merry 
cast of countenance selling studs, but¬ 
ton-hole holders, and umbrella rings. 

I invested in an umbrella ring by way 
of introducing the , subject of the 
union. 

“No, sir; I’ve been ’ere twelve years 
and ’eard nothing about it; but I’m 
very glad to ’ear about it. If it’ll do 
anything to protect us from the p’lice 
It’s welcome.” 

“They bother you, do they?” 

“Yes, sir, they do. I went round 
the corner to escape ’em last week, 
and fiddled about a bit there, but this 
is the better pitch.” His puckered 
face was brown as a berry, and his 
color was emphasized by his white 
beard. 

“You look well.” 

“Yes, thank God, I’m pretty well; 
pretty well, thank the Lord, but the 
teat’s been very trying, and standing 
in it from 11 to 7 makes me very 
tired.” 

“Got a light on yer, sir?” The 
speaker was a young fellow, pushing 
a barrow laden with greengages and 
greener apples. I handed him the box, 
and at the same time inquired if he 
knew anything about the Street 
Hawkers’ Union.

’ere than anywhere else in London. 
'Tisn’t as though we only come out 
on fine days. We work all the year 
rand: fruit in the summer, sweets and 
caramels in the winter—’ere comes 
one now. I must be joggin’ or ’e’ll 
nab me.” 

“Never ’eard any good of one yet; 
if yer want my opinion, yer’ve got 
it;” he spat viciously. The mention 
of the word “union” had aroused his 
ire. 

“Get an honest livin’ if yer cpn, 
and be interfered with by nobody is 
wot is sye. Do yer want to know 
what’ll be the result o’ this union?” 

I signified that such was my de¬ 
sire. 

“Why, it’ll be ten times ’otter for 
us than it is at present. I know ’em. 
One dye it’s ‘Chuck up yer job; 
they’ve done somethin’ agin the 
union,’ and aht yer ’ave ter come 
and do nothin’ until they let yer, while 
another feller steps in yer shoes) It’s 
them as cause the strikes, and it's the 
wealthy who benefits by ’em; we 
don’t.”

The Least Known of All the South 
American Countries. 

Few people have any idea of where 
Paraguay is except that it is some¬ 
where in South America. Geographi¬ 
cally it is the most isolated of the 
South American countries, for it is 
well in the interior, yet it is quite ac¬ 
cessible through the great rivers 
which empty into the Atlantic. Good 
steamships run from Montevideo and 
Buenos Ayres up the Plate, the Para¬ 
na and the Paraguay to Asuncion, 
taking six or seven days for the voy¬ 
age. In its geographical situation it 
has been epmpared to the state of 
Illinois, for the Paraguay and the 
Parana rivers come together at the 
southern apex much as the Ohio and 
the Mississippi join. In size, how¬ 
ever, it is several times as large. 

Paraguay has preserved its indivi¬ 
duality more .than that of any other 
South American state. The native 
stock is Guarani Indian, and the Gua¬ 
rani Indians were almost as strong as 
the Araucanians In Chili. The Jesuits 
who established a mission at Asun¬ 
cion in 1536 gave them the veneer of 
Christian civilization, and for cen¬ 
turies they were a peaceful agricul¬ 
tural people. The Jesuits were expell¬ 
ed by the Spanish government in 1767, 
and then came a relapse in the condi- 
of the people with occasional recov¬ 
eries and a fair degree of peaceful 
pursuits. 

When the South American countries 
were revolting from Spain, Paraguay 
was able to set up its independent 
government without much of a fight. 
The country was too isolated to be 
held by force. Until recent years the 
whole aspiration of the people was 
for isolation. This was one cause that 
made the dictatorship of Dr. Francia 
possible. He was elected life dictator 
in 1816, and maintained his despotism, 
which was a form of benevolent ter¬ 
rorism, until 1840. His whole aim was 
to keep Paraguay from intercourse 
with the rest of the world. 

After Dictator Francia came Dicta¬ 
tor Carlos Antonio Lopez, under whom 
some semblance of popular govern¬ 
ment was established, but the policy 
of isolation was maintained. It was 
this that caused the United States in 
the fifties to make a naval demonstra¬ 
tion, in order to secure the right of 
free navigation for its own and other 
ships on the inland water course. 

Carlos Lopez passed the succession 
to his son, Francisco Lopez, and i.t 
was under the latter that the devastat¬ 
ing war with the allied forces of Ar¬ 
gentina, Uruguay and Brazil were 
fought. It lasted from 1865 to 1870, 
and during that time 170,000 men and 
50,000 women perished in battle, or 
from disease and privations. The wo¬ 
men fought with the men. When hos¬ 
tilities broke out the population, ac¬ 
cording to the best estimates, was be¬ 
tween 440,000 and 450,000. In 1S73, 
three years after the conclusion of the 
war, an apparently accurate census 
showed a total population of 221,000, 
of which only 29,000 were males over 
fifteen j'ears of age,' and 106,000 fe¬ 
males over fifteen. 1 

Notwithstanding the fearful cost of 
the war Paraguay recruited her popu¬ 
lation, and managed to maintain a 
passably good government, and since 
1870 the country has had fewer revolu¬ 
tions than is usual in South America. 
Argentine influence has been stronger 
in Paraguay than that of Brazil, 
though the country borders both. 

Paraguay has no coinage system of 
its own. The coins of the other 
South American countries circulate 
there, both gold and silver, but the 
national currency is paper notes. As 
Argentina has a gold redemption 
fund for its currency and as Para¬ 
guay’s relations with Argentina are 
commercially closer than with the 
other countries, this Agentine gold 
helps to furnish a standard for meas¬ 
uring the Paraguayan paper money. 

The chief product of Paraguay is 
the yerbe-mate or Paraguayan tea, 
which is used for native consumption 
and is exported in considerable quan¬ 
tities. It is more of a food than a 
beverage. The bush or tree is a kind 
of holly. The natives everywhere use 
it and its sustaining powers are re¬ 
markable, It appears to be a good 
deal more than a nerve tonic. 

Recently a study has been made of 
the possibilities of the Paraquayan 
soil for cotton production. The result 
has been favorable, and it is likely 
that within a few years the cultivation 
of cotton will be attempted on a large 
scale.

A New Game Animal. 

This Radford bill is unique, inas¬ 
much as it is the first bill ever draft¬ 
ed in New York State giving legal 
recognition to the black bear, and 
taking that animal out of the class of 
outlaws. It elevates him to the digni¬ 
fied position of a game animal rather 
than a varmint with a bounty upon his 
head. 

There is another provision In this 
bill making it a part of the law that 
a special count shall be kept of all 
the bear killed. This is the first time 
that a protective game law has ever 
contained that provision, The records 
which are published from time to 
time, of the number of deer killed in 
the Adlrondacks, for instance, are 
strictly unofficial. 

The new bill prohibits the killing 
or taking of black bear between July 
1 and September 30 .—Four-Traclc 
News.

According to Hoyle, 

Edward Hoyle was the first to write 
scientifically on whist or any other 
card game. Before he wrote his mon¬ 
umental work he was accustomed to 
teach whist playing at a guinea a les¬ 
son, and he circulated a manuscript 
handbook, which developed into the 
“Short Treatise on - the Game of 
Whist,” first printed in 1742. Of this 
edition the copy in the Bodleian Li¬ 
brary is the only one known to exist. 
In the earlier editions the author of¬ 
fers for a guinea to disclose the secret 
of his “Artificial Memory which does 
not take your Attention from your 
Game.” He was the object of much 
good-humored satire. Hoyle wrote 
many other works on card games, but 
they were only supplemental to his 
official labors as registrar of the' Pre¬ 
rogative Court of Scotland. His life 
is one of the best instances of the con¬ 
nection between hard work and longe¬ 
vity, for he was ninety-seven when 
he died.—London Chronicle.

Electrical Protection of Crops. 

The use of electricity for tile pro¬ 
tection oi crops from insects and 
worms' is one of the latest scientific 
developments. A field covered by a 
network of wires can be given a ser¬ 
ies of electric shocks which destroys 
not only the insects on the surface of, 
the ground, but the eggs and larvae 
below. It. has been repeatedly dem¬ 
onstrated that by killing the larvae 
In the soil the attacks of insects are 
practically reduced to nothing. The 
heaviest electric shocks are given in 
the early spring, when the soil is plow¬ 
ed for the first sowing. The cur¬ 
rent instantly destroys all the insect 
life that has been wintered beneath 
the surface.
